FRANKFURT (AP). - The mana- 
ger of a Frankfurt theatre said 
yesterday the playhouse has decided 
to cancel a Rainer Werner Fassbin- 
der play criticized by Jews as anti- 
Semitic. 

Guenther Ruehie said in a state- 
ment the theatre was withdrawing 
the play “to preserve the inner peace 
of the city and to maintain the possi- 
bility of work of the theatre." 

Plans to stage the play. Garbage, 
The City and Death . caused strong 
protests by the Jewish community in 
West Germany. 

A group of 25 Jews climbed onto 
the stage and blocked the play’s 
premiere in Frankfurt's Kammers- 
piele Theatre October 31. 

The premiere had been resche- 
duled for tomorrow but Jewish 
groups said they would attempt to 
block all future performances. 

The play is about a Jewish land 
speculator in Frankfurt who buys old 
residential housing, tears it down 
and sells the property at a profit to 
developers who build high-rise 
buildings. 

Pan of the dialogue involves a 
low-income man affected by the buy- 
outs who says: “He sucks us dry. the 
Jew. He drinks our blood. .. .if he had 
stayed where he came from or if we 
had gassed him I could sleep better 
today." . 

Frankfurt Mayor Walter Wall- 
in ann said Sunday he had asked 
Ruehie to scrap the play. 

The play by the late Fassbinder 
generated weeks of debate between 
opponents of censorship and others 
who claimed that the play would 
revive Gennan anti-Semitism. 

The play was staged only once in a 
i closed performance last week for 
journalists and critics. 

Fassbinder, a critically acclaimed 
West German playwright and film 
director, died in 1982. 


Pupils stone 
Israeli bus 
near Nablus

NABLUS. - Arab high school pupils 
yesterday morning stoned a civilian 
Israeli bus. but the passengers pur- 
sued them and shot one pupil in the 
back. Border Policemen who arrived 
moments later rounded up the 
pupils, and four stone-throwers were 
arrested. 

The injured pupil was Salam 
Abdel Rahman Salam, 17, of the Ein 
Beitimma refugee camp near here. 
The bullet struck him in his back, 
passed near his heart and came out 
through the lungs. His wounds were 
described as medium. 


The incident occurred at 7:30 a.m. 
near the Kadri Tukan school. 

One of the stones smashed the 
window of the front door of the 
mini-bus, showering shattered glass 
on the driver. 

1 The driver, a Netanya resident, 
stopped the bus and several passen- 
gers ran after the pupils who fled to 
the school. 

One passenger armed with an Uzi 
submachine gun opened fire, hitting 
Rahman, who told The Post he was 
bit when he was inside the school 
grounds running from the scene. 


The driver said they entered the 
school and caught a boy who they 
handed over to the police. Other 
pupils stoned the pursuers and one 
passenger picked up stones and 
hurled them back. 

Border Policemen and soldiers ar- 
i rived at the school and organized a 
lineup. Police reported that the pas- 
sengers identified four stone- 
throwers, who were arrested. 

During the day, dozens of addi- 
tional suspects were arrested. 

The Israeli who opened fire was 
released on bail and police said they 
were not sure that he would be 
charged.

Mideast to be prominent at 
Geneva superpower summit

WASHINGTON. - President 
Reagan is ta king Assistant Secretary 
of State tor Near Eastern and South 
Asian Affairs Richard Murphy with 
him to Geneva for next week's sum- 
mit wkh Soviet leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev, U.S. officials said yester- 
day. 

The inclusion of Murphy m the 
trip, they said, underscores that the 
Middle East will be discussed “in 
some detail" during the meetings on 
November 19-20. A tentative agen- 
da for the summit, they added. 


shows the Middle East and other 
“regional" issues coming up for re- 
view on the second day. 

Murphy, the ranking Middle East 
specialist at the State Department, 
will join Secretary of State George 
Shultz, Secretary of Defence Caspar 
Weinberger, National Security 
Adviser Robert McFarlane and 
other senior policymakers in the 
Reagan entourage. 

Disclosure of Murphy’s participa- 
tion came as U.S. officials confirmed 
that Prime Minister Peres and Jor- 
dan's King Hussein are working on 
“parallel tracks" to promote direct 


peace negotiations under some sort 
of international umbrella. 

They were reacting to a story in 
The New York Tunes that Petes and 
Hussein “have an informal agree- 
ment to work toward negotiations in 
which Israel will agree to attend an 
international conference in return 
for Jordan’s agreeing to bring to the 
conference only Palestinians accept- 
able to Israel." 

The Americans, in discusauig the 
report, insisted there are still several 
important obstacles to direct nego- 
tiations. For the time being, they

Likud must put its house in order

Likud minis ters are expected to 
demand a discussion in the inner 
cabinet about the issue of “interna- 
tional accompaniment" to any peace 
negotiations with Jordan, in an 
effort to thwart Prime Minister 
Peres’s claim that past decisions of 
the Knesset and the government give 
him a green light to agree to such 
international involvement. 

Even if Peres is willing to let the 
Likud demand come to the inner 
cabinet, however, Likud ministers 
realize they must first eliminate the 
disunity within their ranks. 


Because of the precise balance in 
the inner cabinet between the two 
large parties, the Likud needs to be 
able to count on all its five repre- 
sentatives within the all-powerful 
ministerial body. The Likud, there- 
fore, needs to bring Deputy Premier 
and Housing Minister David Levy 
back into line, after his resounding 
public statements on Sunday that the 
Likud no longer has the legal right to 
challenge Peres’s readiness for “in- 
ternational accompaniment” follow- 
ing the Knesset vote on the issue. 

The inner cabinet normally con- 
venes on Wednesday mornings, 
while the Likud ministers normally 


convene on Wednesday afternoons. 
The Likud may therefore only ask 
for the issue to come to the inner 
cabinet next week. 

A Likud minister told The Jeru- 
salem Post : “If all the Likud minis- 
ters are united, we can go ahead and 
demand whatever we see fit. But if 
we are split as a result of Levy’s 
position, we would do better not to 
take any action at all for the time 
being. The situation, by its very 
nature, will give us countless oppor- 
tunities to refer controversial issues 
from the full cabinet to the inner 
cabinet.”

Peretz chides Likud on peace issue

TIBERIAS. - The controversy sur- 
rounding the proposal of an interna- 
tional peace conference is artificial, 
and the Likud should recall that 
former premier Menachem Begin 
had agreed to take part in such a 
conference. Interior Minister Yit- 
zhak Peretz said yesterday. 

Talking to reporters here, the 
Shas leader said that “Prime Minis - 
ter Peres has full backing for his 
policy from the recent Knesset deci- 
sion. He has my full backing, and I 
don’t believe that the Likud will 
create a full-blown crisis on this 
issue." 

Referring to the recent attacks on 
Jews in the Old City of Jerusalem, he 
said that he would bring this up in the

cabinet, since in his opinion the 
knifings were aimed at deterring 
Jews from going to pray at the West- 
ern Wall. 

Peretz stirred a hornet's nest in 
Shas, where his Tiberias statement 
was interpreted by some as serving 
notice on the Likud that Shas might 
part ways with it. 

Rabbi Shlomo Dayan of Jeru- 
salem, a Shas founder, for example, 
took Peretz severely to task for even 
hinting that Shas would not go along 
with the Likud if the latter foments a 
cabinet cri« over the peace confer- 
ence issue. 

Dayan argued that Peretz is “risk- 
ing the destruction of Shas. We can- 
not entertain the idea of Shas going 
back on its undertakings to the 
Likud, as long as a formal decision to

Family will offer prayer of thanks to the Baba Sali 

Woman’s sight restored after 50 years’ blindness

BEERS HEBA. - A 60-year-old local 
< ,womaa, Shu la Lugasi, had her 
eyesight restored after over 50 years 
of blindness In a three-tiered one- 
hour operation at the Soroka Medical 
Centre here last week. 

“We want to hold a celebration 
near the Baba Sali’s grave is Netivot 
once my mother is out of the hospit- 
al,*’ 21-year-old David Lugasi said* 
yesterday. (The Baba Sali, Rabbi 
Visrael Abuhatzeira, was a spiritual 
?ader revered by Moroccan Jewry.) 
Prof. Yuval Yassur, head of the 
TSpital’s eye department, and Prof, 
itid Robert, ids colleague, held a 
( ress conference to explain the im- 
portance of the operation. “The 
roman had to wait three or four 
nears for this operation because in 
Esd’s situation it is hard to find 


transplant organs like the cornea, 
which must be fresh.” 


Despite a recent document signed 
by many rabbis saying that donating 
corneas for transplants is, a milzva 
(religious obligation), the fact re- 
mains that there are 250 people 
around the country (60 In the Negev) 
waiting for corneal grafts. When 
possible financially, the doctors said, 
corneas are “imported” from 
abroad at a cost of $250-5400 each. 

Lugasi lost one eye as a chil d in an 
accident and has had a glass eye since 
then. She has bad trachoma in her 
other eye and could only perceive 
shadows. In the operation, she had a 
corneal implant, a cataract extrac- 
tion, and an intra-ocular artificial 
lens implantation. 

“I begged doctors for years to do 
something to testore my eyesight. I 


was very excited when I realized that 
K could suddenly see. I had given up 
hope of ever seeing!” Lugasi said. 

A urn-seat the department told The 
Jerusalem Post that she herself be- 
came excited when Lugasi told hen 
“I can see your eyes; they’re .bine.** 
Then she pointed to another woman’s 
red sweater and to a necklace, nam- 
ing the colour and the object correct- 
ly- 

For the first time, Lugasi was able 
to see her five children (sons aged 
20-30) and four grandchild ren. 

“Now I can see their eyes,” die 
said. 

For 25 years, Lugasi worked as a 
flpanmg Woman at the municip ality 
here. “Blind people can do a lot rtf 
tilings,” explained Yassur. “They 
know for example that they have to 
go ova- a cer tain area with a wet 
mop, and they then check that 


they’ve gone over the area, rather 
than checking to see that it’s dean.” 

“I keep a very dean bouse and a 
very good kitchen,” Lugasi added 
with pride. “Important people have 
eaten at my table.” 


Lugasi is believed to have lost her 
eyesight after the age of four because 
she seems to have a sense of seeing, 
evinced by her being able to name 
objects and colours, explained Yas- 
sur. “She says that die has never 
been able to see, but that’s probably 
because she can’t remember. At any 
rate, within a few months, She'D be 
able to aee like anyone else.” 

Yassur said that next month, the 
doctors at the eye department here 
will fan out through the Negev in a 
concerted effort to find all those who 
have eye problems, as a first step to 
helping to core them.

peace moves 


Egyptian President Mubarak and 
Jordan’s King Hussein are out of step 
in their common drive towards an 
international peace conference, and 
tbeir differences may cause a delay in 
progres s towards the kind of peace 
negotiations that Israel is seeking. 

The view in Jerusalem is ti*af 
Mubarak erred when he gave FLO 
leader Yasser Arafat such a boost by 
acting as godfather to last Thurs- 
day’s remmdation of some tenor 
acts by the PLO. 


Premier Peres sent an oral message 
to this effect to Mabarak yesterday. 
(See adjacent story) 

Hussein, from his own perspective, 
apparently shares Peres’s view. In 
Israel, bis efforts have been seen as 
an attempt to apply as modi pressure 
as seeded to either change the PLO, 
or make the organization so patently 
responsible for torpedoing peace 
t alk s that the Jor danian monarch 
will be able to start negotiations with- 
out Arafat.

was squeezing the PLO leader. 


Officials here hope Mabarak wifi 
become disenchanted with Arafat 
soon, as Hussein bad when the PLO 
refined to deliver even cmwirttewni 
recognition of Israel when its dele- 
gates visited London last month. 


Then, it is hoped, Mubarak wifl be 
forced to realize that even the full 
weight of Egyptian prestige faffed to 
make Arafat deliver the goods that 
would make him a wwnmgty valid, 
negotiating partner in die eyes of the 
U.S.- If not Israel. 


Until then, Hussein wiD be hard- 
pressed to agree to a proposal for 
internationally backed peace nego- 
tiations that will vis the kind of 
support be needs from the Arab 
wortd. La the meantime, hte con- 
tinning efforts to improve relations 
with Syria can be seen as beneficial 
since this both increases pressure on 
the PLO whfle assuring Jordan of 
Syrian support for an international 
peace conference in wfakh Syria 
could take part.

Prime Minister Peres sent a 
message to Egyptian President 
Mubarak yesterday apparently 
reflecting Israel’s belief that pat- 
ronage of the PLO is not the 
correct way to advance peace. 

Peres was responding to an 
oral message from Mubarak 
which reportedly said that all of 
Egypt’s actions, including its en- 
couragement of the PLO’s posi- 
tion on terror outside of Israel, 
are meant to advance peace 
talks. 

hi Cairo, Mubarak held a final 
half-hour meeting with Arafat who 
arrived there last Monday. 

Arafet, with Mabarak standing by 
Ins side, read out the “Cairo declara- 
tion” last Thursday, saying the PLO 
denounced terrorism against civi- 
lians “anywhere,” but reserved the* 
right of Palestinians to armed opera- 
tions in the “occupied land.” 

Mubarak was quoted Saturday as 


saying Iris understanding of the dec- 
laration meant that the PLO would 
hold military operations only in the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip, and that 
there would be no such operations in 
Israel. 

But PLO spokesmen have refused 
to clarify whether or not there are 
restrictions on military operations in 
Israel according to the declaration. 

A senior Egyptian source said 
Sunday that Egypt and Jordan were 
bolding intensive contacts with the 
U.S. to study future peace moves in 
light of Arafat's declaration, a four- 
point plan announced by Hussein 
based on the February 11 agreement 
with Arafat, and Prime Minister 
Peres's rail for peace with Jordan 
before the end of the year. 

Egypt's foreign minister met Hus- 
sein yesterday and handed him a 
message from Mubarak on future

Top Jordanian team 


leaves for Syria today 


AMMAN (AP). - Prime Minister 
Zaid Rifai will lead an unusually 
high-level team to Syria today. The 
first such visit by a Jordanian pre- 
mier since 1979, a government 
source said yesterday. 

The visit comes on the heels of 
King Hussein’s announcement on 
Sunday that rebels connected to vio- 
lence in Syria had been sheltered in 
his country and that he would no 
longer permit it. 

The source said Rifai would be 
accompanied by Royal Court Chief 
Marwan Qasem, Foreign Minister 
Taher el-Masri, Finance Minis ter 
Hanna Odeh and other cabinet offi- 

cials. - .......l-'.-. — ;..; 

. Rifai and Qasem are c onsider ed 
by most observers to be among tile 
most influential aides to Hussein. 

On Sunday, Hussein sent an open 
letter to Rifai saying he bad disco- 
vered that anti-Syrian elements had 
been sheltered in Jordan by groups 
dannipg to be Islamic. 


“Suddenly the- truth is revealed. . . 
we realize what we had not known," 
hesaid. 

“It turns out that some who did 
have a connection to the bloody 
events in Syria were present in our 
quarters” and were sheltered by 
“those whose hearts were devious 
and disguised in the clothes of our 
religion,” he added in the letter . 

Charging that he had been de- 
ceived, Hussein said, “There is no 
room among us after today for any 
betrayer, plotter or agent of the 
enemies.” 

The statement appeared to mark a 
sudden torn against the fun- 
' daawatalist Moslem -Brotherhood, 
vghjgh has had relatively good rela- 
tions with Jordan, and toward Syria, 
which recalled its ambassador from 
Amman several years ago and has 
been accused of backing attacks on 
Jordanian diplomats overseas.

that effect has not been adopted in 
the party secretariat... and by the 
Council of Sages." 

But sources in Sbas told The Jeru- 
salem Post that close examination 
would reveal that Peretz and Dayan 
are saying the same thing, though 
with a different emphasis. 

The sources admitted that there 
are some in Shas, especially groups 
close to the mitnagdim (non- 
Hassidic members) of Agudat Yis- 
rael and their mentor Rabbi Eliezer 
Schach, who would not mind a break 
with the Likud.

The feeling is that entering a nar- 
row Labour-led coalition might 
prove disasterous for Shas. as such a 
coalition might not survive for long 
and could alienate the voters.

It is in this context, say the Shas 
insiders, that Peretz's statements 
ought to be seen. He is striving to 
keep the national unity coalition in 
existence for as long as possible. 


IDF pleased by cooperation of Souih Lebanese 

‘Local support rising for SLA’

Cooperation in South Lebanon 
between the local population and the 
Israel-supported South Lebanon 
Array is increasing significantly, a 
senior military source in the North 
told reporters yesterday. 

The South Lebanese security zone 
is enjoying a period of quiet and 
prosperity? the source added, with 
the SLA holding its own against 
attempts to wreck the status quo by 
pro-Syrian and other hostile ele- 
ments. 

Gen. Antoine Lahad has no shor- 
tage of volunteers for his SLA. the 
source said. Recently, leaders of 
three villages just outside the secur- 
ity zone formally requested to be 
included, the source said, adding 
that if it were seen that a majority of 
the villagers are interested in joining 
the security zone, the request will be 
approved. At present the SLA num- 
bers 2,400, bolstered by IDF advis- 
ers and other personnel. 

However, the numbers are not as 
important as the cooperation of the 
majority of the 220,000 residents of 
the zone, the source said. This re- 
sults in better intelligence, which 
forewarns of terrorist attempts. In a 
recent incident, he added, local resi- 


dents aided an SLA position when it 
was attacked. 

After the withdrawal of the bulk 
of the IDF in June, residents reacted 
warily to the concept of the security 
zone and the SLA, fearing reprisals 
if the IDF eventually withdrew com- 
pletely. But when they saw that the 
SLA had continued backing by the 
IDF, caution turned to cooperation, 
the source said. 

In contrast to the area north of the 
security zone, where some commod- 
ities are in short supply, the source 
said, zone residents are short of 
nothing. Agriculture is prospering 
and abandoned houses are being 
reoccupied. Area roads, as well as 
the electricity and water supply net- 
works, axe being improved by 
Lebanese government agencies, the 
source said. 

Due to the volatile nature of 
Lebanese politics, the situation is 
liable to change, and the source did 
not foresee an early reduction in the 
limited number of IDF personnel in 
the zone. 

Hostile elements, including pro- 
Syrian parties, radical Shi'ites and 
Palestinians, were all interested in 
upsetting the status quo in the South, 
and the source expected more ter- 


Knesset calls for end to 
repression of Soviet Jewry

The Knesset yesterday declared* 
its support of the prime minister and 
the vice prime minister in the con- 
duct of “wise diplomacy” that will 
place the subject of Soviet Jewry on 
the agenda of next week’s summit 
meeting in Geneva. 

This was the main point in a re- 
solution adopted after the two-day 
debate on the government's policy 
on Soviet Jewry. 

The resolution was submitted 
jointly by all factions except Tehiya 
on the right and the Democratic 
Front for Peace and Equality and the 
Progressive List for Peace on the 
left. 

The resolution defines the “wise 
diplomacy" it supports as one that 
demands “a binding agreement sub- 
ject to inspection that will give the 
Soviet Jews the right of repatriation 


from the USSR, and will end their 
national, religious, and cultural rep- 
ression.” 

. Following were some of the points 
made in the debate: 

Mordechai Bar-On (Citizens 
.Rights Movement): We must not 
mix two separate matters: the plight 
of Soviet Jewry on the one hand, and 
the question of Soviet involvement 
in the Middle east and its political 
attitude to Israel on the other. 

Mordechai Virshubsky (Shinin'): 
Our main struggle should be to win 
the right of Soviet Jews to emigrate. 
Where they go from there should be 
left to their free choice. 

Ovadia EK (Likud-Herut): The 
government's tactic of quiet di- 
plomacy has failed. The time has 
come to call for a world-wide stub- 
born and persistent struggle on be- 
half of Soviet Jewry. 


‘Gravel from Lebanon 
undercuts Kfar Giladi’

KFAR GILADI. - The manage- 
ment of the Kfar Giladi quarries is 
complaining that the Israel Defence 
Forces and the Defence Ministry are 
transferring quarry materials from 
Lebanon to Israel and thus cutting 
into production at Kfar Giladi. 

It appears that the IDF, dating 
back to its deployment in Lebanon, 
began to develop quarries to provide 
materials for the construction of 
roads and strongholds in Sonth 
Lebanon. 

Gidon Giladi, general manager of 
the Kfar Giladi quarries, told The 
Jerusalem Post that it is unaccept- 
able that veteran workers from 
Kiryat Shmona employed by the 


quarries should be laid off while 
gravel is being brought in from Leba- 
non by other contractors. 

Gravel from the quarries near 
Marjayoun in South Lebanon is cur- 
rently being brought into Israel to 
construct roads and fortifications 
along the northern border. 

Neither the ministry nor the IDF 
was able to explain the affair, with 
the ministry insisting that its con- 
struction department is not bringing 
in any material from the Marjayoun 
quarries. 

Two Israeli drivers from Afula 
driving trucks laden with gravel from 
Marjayoun were arrested at the 
Metulla border crossing last week 
after two video sets were found 
hidden under the gravel.

House panel 
to meet today 
on racist bills

The Knesset House Committee is 

ID rner* this mornin g to riknwai a 
proposed amendment to the House 
Rules enabling the Speaker and 
his deputies a body loosely called 
the presidium - to reject the tabling 
of any private legislation which is 
“racist in substance or negates the 
existence of the State of Israel as a 
Jewish state." 

The proposed amendment was a 
compromise worked out between 
speaker Shlomo Hillel (Alignment), 
and House Committee chairman 
Micha Reisser. Reisser, like his 
Likud colleagues, endeavours to ba- 
lance any sanctions against Kach 
with parallel sanctions against the 
two extreme left factions in the 
House, the Progressive List For 
Peace and the Democratic Front for 
Peace and Equality. 

This proposed amendment fol- 
lows the High Court judgement last 
month that the House Roles did not 
empower the Speaker to reject two 
private bills by Kach MK Meir 
Kahane. The bills would outlaw sex- 
ual relations between Jews and non- 
Jews and limit rights of non-Jews. 

Kahane is to present a motion of 
no-confidence in the government in 
the plenum today on the grounds 
that Hillel is in contempt of the High 
Court by refusing, even after the 
judgement, to let him table his two 
bills. 

Kahane also asked the House 
Committee to remove Hillel' s par- 
liamentary immunity because of bis 
alleged contempt of court. 

Reisser forced Hillel to agree to 
the clause relating to measures 
negating the existence of Israel as a 
Jewish state, in return for the sanc- 
tion against racist measures. 

Reisser also compelled Hillel to 
accept a further condition whereby 
any MK whose private bill is disqual- 
ified by the presidium can appeal to 
the House Committee.

Boycotts mark debut of new Arab city 


UMM EL-FAHM (Itim). - the city 
of Umm el-Fahm began its career on 
a troubled note yesterday as the 
ceremony marking its transition 
from village to municipality was 
boycotted by Interior Minister Yit- 
zhak Peretz. 

Peretz said he took this step be- 
cause the head of the local authority,

He added that he would not go 
there in his official capacity until 
such an apology was made. 

The ministry was represented by 
its district officer, Yosef Kiviti, who 
arrived about an hour and a half late. 
Since his absence was unexplained, 
the mayor started the ceremony 
without him. 

The mayor noted that his town of 
25,000 still lacks a sewerage system, a 
club for cultural activities and a 
soccer field. About 40 percent of the 
buildings were put up without per- 
mits, and the school system lacks SO 
classrooms, he said. 

The chairman of the Union of 
Local Authorities also boycotted the 
ceremony because of the inflamma- 
tory leaflet.

Los Angeles, Jerusalem

We hope this five-year programme 
will improve the quality of care for 
our elderly and provide a model for 
other cities”. 

Jerusalem’s Brookdale Institute

vices and the real needs of the elder- 
ly. The report will become the basis 
of Jerusalem's share in the joint 
project. 

Bradley, who is heading a Califor- 
nia trade delegation now in Israel, 
was hosted at a breakfast at Mishke- 
not Sha’ananim yesterday morning 
by Jerusalem Mayor Kollek. 

The two mayors are friends and 
have often visited each other’s cities.

The plan would put nearly 2,500 
more policemen on the streets of the 
country over the next five years, but 
may make an already slow police 
bureaucracy even slower as adminis- 
trators give up their desks for field 
work. 

It would involve adding some 
S5m. a year progressively to the 
budget, so that by 1990. the police 
budget would be' some S20Sra. a 
year. 

Currently, the police budget is 
some 3130m. a year, maintaining 
some 13.000 desk and field police- 
men. Border Police and Civil 
Guardsmen throughout the country. 

The plan was originally worked 
out in National Police Headquarters 
a year age and revamped according 
to Bar-Lev's definitions of the top 
priorities for the police. 


Among other things, it involves 
the cancellation of 793 current admi- 
nistrative j obs - including 1 10 jobs in 
national headquarters - and sending 
those officers into the field; adding 
some 300 new policemen a year: and 
redefining the command structure of 
the Civil Guard - including renam- 
ing it as “community police” - by 
integrating it into the regular police 
command structure. Seventy-three 
current civil guard administrative 
jobs will be abolished. The Civil 
Guard currently has its own com- 
mand structure. 

About 170 administrative jobs at 
the district and station level will also 
be cancelled. 

The plan, called Reshet Bet 
("Multi-Year Plan Two}. is based on 
the assumption that there will be a 
natural papulation increase in the 
coming years and that crime rates 
will continue to rise. 

In recent years there has been an 
annual 6 to 7 per cent increase in 
crimes, and the police say that the 
most proven method of combating 
that rise is putting more men in the 
field. 

The plan foresees a growth in the 
computerization of the police force, 
which currently is lagging behind 
other western law enforcement 
agencies in this field. 

Originally prepared by the plan- 
ning and development office in the 
police, under deputy commander 
Gabi Nagel, the programme was 
revamped on Bar-Lev's instructions 
to give added emphasis to the roles 


of the Civil Guard and the Border 
Police, which will see two of its 
brigades redeployed under a unified 
command and an increase in troops. 

Among the experimental prog- 
rammes included are the matching 
up of patrol and investigative offic- 
ers in Haifa: direct community in- 
volvement by Civil Guard officers in 
neighbourhood institutions such as 
apartment block committees; and 
the deployment of foot patrolmen in 
Tel Aviv. 

Three police stations in Katzrin, 
Tai be and Yavne will be established. 

In the last decade, the police have 
regularly reorganized in ways to cut 
administrative tasks and put more 
officers on the streets and highways 
of the country. Under former 
inspector-gen eral Aryelvtzan, some 
2.000 desk jobs were turned into 
field jobs. 

The cost of the proposed plan is 
likely to be the major stumbling 
block inthe way of immediate imple- 
mentation. 

Moda'i told Bar-Lev this week 
that the Treasury does not have 
some £4. 5m.. committed by a gov- 
ernment decision dating from 1979. 
to increase police salaries to match 
equivalent ranks in the career anny. 

The two ministers are to meet 
again this week, after Moda’i speaks 
with Prime Minister Peres about the 
wage problem.

Unsafe school 
ires parents

HAIFA. - Parents who have been 
keeping their children away from a 
school near Nazareth because of 
what they called the building's 
“dangerous state” vowed yesterday 
to intensify their fight unless the 
Education Ministry moves to pro- 
vide safe classrooms. 

The 500 children of the primary 
and junior high school, which serves 
the villages of Uzeir and Rumana, 
have been boycotting lessons since 
the beginning of September. 

Members of the parents commit- 
j tee. who have the backing of nation- 
al committee of Arab local councils, 
told the press here that they intend 
to stage sit-ins at the ministry’s 
offices and other demonstrations if 
nothing is done. 

They charged that only one of the 
12 classrooms was usable. The rest 
were in such a dilapidated state they 
were in danger of collapsing. Many 
of the children had been taught out- 
doors, but this was not feasible dur- 
ing foe winter. One parent said more 
than 12 classrooms were needed for 
the villages’ children. 

The local Arab council heads are 
to raise the matter and the poor state 
of education in Arab villages at a 
meeting with Education Minister 
Navon scheduled later this month. 

Katsav to press on 
for minimum wage

The two delegates, Osem managing 
director Dan Propper and associa- 
tion manpower division head Yosef 
Gottneu, argued that the minimum 
wage should be set by negotiations 
rather than legislation. They main- 
tained that such a law would im- 
mediately increase unemployment 
because industrialists would be un- 
able to comply with it. 

But Katsav insisted that the gov- 
ernment has the obligation to in- 
, tervene between employers and 
workers, especially since negotia- 
tions between the manufacturers 
and the Histadrut for a higher mini- 
mum wage have dragged on for 
months. The economic recovery 
plan has hit the weaker strata parti- 
cularly hard, said Katsav. creating a 
class of working poor. 


TEL AVIV. — Moshavniks in a num- 
ber of Golan settlements are plan- 
ning to desert their villages in a few 
days if they do not receive financial 
aid promised to them by the govern- 
ment. 

The announcement was made by 
Avraham Ben-Meir, former 
director-general of the Agriculture- 
Ministry and present general mana- 
ger of the northern moshavim's pur- 
chasing organization. 

At last week’s cabinet meeting, 
the government decided to partially 
guarantee $90 million in commercial 
bank loans to financially-strapped 
border settlements. 

Ben-Meir, whose organization is 
also responsible for a number of 
Golan settlements, claims none of 
the money has reached the formers 
and they are desperate. 

At the end of a press conference 
here yesterday, Ben-Meir told The 
Jerusalem Post: “If the Golan settle- 


ments having financial difficulties do 
not receive this aid in a matter of 
days, the settlers there will simply 
desert their homes. This is not a 
threat or a demonstration bat it will 
be done simply because these far- 
mers are broke and in debt and just 
cannot continue financially.” 

He also hinted that, while the 
government is “grinding the farmers 
into dust,” just over the border the 
Syrians are in the midst of a massive 
building and settlement project in 
the Golan up to the international 
border. 

Ben-Meir added that, until now. 
veteran settlements comprising ab- 
out 50 per cent of all the purchasing 
organization's member settlements 
had been helping out new, 
finandally-weaker settlements. 

“But there is a limit to how much 
we can help. And we have now 
reached that limit,” Ben-Meir said, 
“especially since the government re- 
fuses to honour its obligations, leav- 
ing us holding the bag.” 


‘Accused showed no remorse 
after slaying of teachers’ 


NAZARETH (Itim). - A security 
services investigator told the district- 
court here yesterday that one of the 
defendants in the murder of two 
Afu La school teachers confessed to 
the crime without signs of remorse. 

“A week ago, we murdered the 
two teachers from Afiila. One of ns 
shot the man and the other strangled 
the woman,” the investigator quoted 
Othraan Band Hass an, 19, as saying 
“without pangs of conscience.” 

H assail and Hizza Sa’adi, 18, are 
on trial for the July murders of Yosef 
Etiahu and Lea Elmakais near 
Mount Gil boa. A 15-year-old boy 
charged with helping the defendants 
after the crime is to be tried separ- 
ately. 

The investigator also told the 


coart that soon after the first arrest 
in the case was made, he found a 
prayer shawl, a Hebrew book on 
trips in Israel and a key holder 
belonging to Elmakais in Hassan's 
home. 

He also told the court that in 
interrogating Hassan, he did not 
have to hit, threaten or humiliate the 
suspect, arrested a few days after the 
slayings. 

Before the inspector was called to 
testify, the suspects stood up and 
told the three-judge panel they did 
not recognize the court and deman- 
ded to be tried before a military 
court.

Government must help families 
cope with bereavement - Rabin

“We are here to find ways of 
dealing with something that can be 
called the most ‘painful’ pain that 
anyone can suffer -the loss of a dear 
one,” Defence Minister Rabin said 
; yesterday at the opening of the First 
International Symposium on Grief 
and Bereavement in Contemporary 
Society in Jerusalem. 

The fymposium, sponsored by the 
Defence Ministry’s' rehabilitation 
department and fob Israel Rehabi- 
litation Society, will feature 170 pap- 
ers on topics ranging from bereaved 
parents to group work with war 
widows in Israel. 

Painting to Israel’s 15,846 war 
dead 'and 49,053 disabled soldiers, 
Rabin stressed foe responsibility of 
foe government to lead foe search 
for new ways to help families cope 
with grief. 

Education Minister Navon spoke 
on foe role of foe school system in 
dealing with grief and bereavement. 

He outlined the programme im- 
plemented in foe school system to 
help children cope with loss of a 
parent, and said that death educa- 
tion, like sex education, belongs in 
foe school. 

“When 22 children were killed in a 
tragic bus accident earlier this year, I 
mobilized a team of experienced 
school pyschologists to offer waiting 
parents help,” he said. “The chil- 
dren in that school continue to dis- 
cuss what happened to this day. We 
cau’t bring them back, part of 
ourselves is buried with them, but we 


can try to help.” 

Navon’s efaim of school support 
for foe bereaved was later contra- 
dicted in a panel presentation by 
YedidaHeymans, a mother who lost 
her son in Lebanon, who said t hat 
her 16-year-old daughter received 
no help from the school , the Defence 
Ministry or foe Tel Aviv municipal- 
ity despite repeated requests from 
foe family .Death education pioneer 
Dr. H. Fetfel', chief of psychology 
service at foe' Veterans Administra- 
tion iii Los 'Angeles', .chastised foe 
age of specialization in medical tech- 
nology that ignores foe “humanity of 
foe .bereaved,” 

In a call for death education, he 
said, that “the pyschological pre- 
sence of death is present within 
ourselves from infancy,” and that “it 
is too late to begin reading up on 
bereavement when one is freshly 
bereaved.” 

Two-hundred and fifty health pro- 
fessionals from 17 countries’ have 
joined 100 Israelis for foe four-day 
conference at the Hilton Hotel.

- An observant mother 
can tentatively diagnose a child's 
painless ear ailment, thus altering 
her doctor to take foe proper steps to 
avert foe development of partial 
deafness. Prof. Ya'acov Sade, of 
Mdr Hospital, said yesterday. 

The main sign of this ailment, 
whose medical name is “secretory 
otitis media”, or an inflammatory . 
secretion of the middle ear, is a 
child's activities. He will begin turn- 
ing foe radio and TV up, snd Trill 
begin speaking louder since he ad- 
justs his speech to his own bearisag 
ability. 

Sade was speaking in advance of 
foe International Symposium on 
Acute and Secretory Otitis Media, in 
Jerusalem. November 17. Some 400 
medical experts and researchers 
from 25 countries are to attend. 

Hie infection of the middle ear, 
believed to be caused by bacteria 
from the mouth or nose, has two 
forms. The acute form is accompa- 
nied by pain, fever and restlessness. 

It is treated by anti-biotics, and de- 
spite its severity, generally leaves few 
com plications . 

The painless form consists of secre- 
tions which bnfid up as a result of the 
bacterial invasion of the middle ear 
and which cannot drain away 
through the minute tube connecting 
the ear to foe nose. This leads to a 
chronic ailment and partial deafness. 

“Control groups have shown foal 
those not properly treated bad lower 
marks in school and a lower I,Q. than 
those who were treated,” Sade said. 

About 90 per cent of all children in 
the 2-7 age group had one or another 
of these two forms of infection at one 
time car another, with about five to 10 
per cent resulting in bearing difficul- 
ties. 

Although it is me of the most 
prevalent of all children’s ailments (h 
also strikes adults to some extent), 
and one with a long history of treat- 
ment, the doctors themselves are not 
yet of one mind on how to treat U. 

“We are going to have 14 separate 
sessions to- compare our methods, 
and to try to reach some sort of a 
consensus,” he said. 

“The pros and cons of removing 
adenoids and tonsils will also be dis- 
cussed at length,” he noted, adding, 
“after many years of removing them, 
many doctors are not sure that such 
operations are very usefid.” 

“One of the nicest thing s about 
medfefaie is *!»*♦ foe doctors are al- 
ways learning; one of the worse 
things is that after they learn some- 
thing, it takes 25 years before it 
becomes part of a text used by medk- 
al students; and after something bet- 
ter^esmes- along, -it lakes 50 years 
unto the former knowledge is re- 
moved from these same books,” Sade 
concluded.

Egypt nabs Libyan hit team in the act 


CAIRO (AP). - Egyptian police 
crashed an ambulance into a car 
carrying a Libvan assassination 
squad, thwarting' an attempt to kill 
two opponents of Muammar Gadda- 
fi exiled in Egypt. Interior Minister 
Ahmed Rusbdv revealed yesterday. 

One of the targets was Abdel- 
Hamid Bakoush. the last prime 
minister under the monarchy Gad- 
dafi overthrew in 1969. He told the 
Associated Press that when the plot 
was a boned last Wednesday, he saw 
four Libyans outside a farmhouse 
near Alexandria. Two were wound- 
ed in a gunfight with police, he said. 

Rushdy mentioned nothing about 
the gunfight but said the four Li- 
byans were arrested. He also said the 
alleged plot included a fifth man. an 
informant whose nationality was not 
disclosed and whose information led 
to the arrests. 

The alleged plot was the second 
against Bakoush that Egypt claims to 
have stopped in just under a year. 
Two Britons and two Maltese were 
arrested in the first, early last 
November, and all four have since 
been deported. . 

Rushdy told reporters the alleged 
hit ream was one of seven, compris- 
ing four men each, trained by the 
Gaddafi government to assassinate 
Bakoush and other anti-Gaddafi ele- 


ments. 

The interior minister gave no in- 


formation about the other target of 
the alleged conspiracy except his 
name. Mohammed El-Mukaryef. 
Bakoush said El-Mukaryef once 
held ministerial rank in the Gaddafi 
regime as head of its accounting 
depamnent- 

Rushdy said Bakoush was to have 
been killed at a luncheon for Libyan 
exiles on a farm near Alexandria, 
owned by another Libyan, Aly El- 
Shaaer. but that Ei-Mukaryef was 
outside of Egypt and did not attend. 

The minister said Tripoli had 
promised each of the five men. in- 
cluding the informer, $4.5 million. 

Rushdy said the men had set up an 
ambush outside the farmhouse, but 
Bakoush said he noticed nothing as 
he arrived for the luncheon: 

“We were having lunch... when 
we heard gunshots in the street,” he 
said in a telephone interview. 
“When the shooting stopped, we 
went out and saw remains of a fight 
between Egyptian police and the 
Libyans. 

“I saw four Libyans, three on the 
ground and one in a car. Two of 
them were wounded.” 

Rushdy said three gunmen with 
three machine-guns, four pistols. 
four silencers, eight bombs and 
amm unition were in a Toyota out- 
side the farm, while the fourth man 
and the informant were in another 


"As the three men drove toward 
the door of the farm, police forces 
were in a nearby ambulance." he 
said. "The men, thinking it was an 
ordinary vehicle, waved for it to stop 
so they could pass first, but the 
ambulance rammed into them and 
they were arrested.” 

Rushdy said police had had the 
five men under surveillance since 
they slipped in through Egypt's west- 
ern desert border with Libya on 
November 2. He said bis security 
police learned of the plan last April 
through “our sources which have 
infiltrated Libyan intelligence.” 

Rushdy said Egypt had expected 
more attempts on Bakoush after 
another alleged assassination 
attempt last November when Tripoli 
radio announced that Gaddafi's 
suicide squads had “executed (the) 
stray dog Bakoush.”

Two days later, Rushdy produced 
Bakoush. unharmed, at a news con- 
ference and told how the Libyans 
had been duped into believing that 
the plot had succeeded through 
faked photographs purporting to 
show the former prime minister with 
blood streaming down his face. 

Meanwhile, in Bonn a 30-year-old 
Libyan was jailed for murdering an 
exiled opponent of Gaddafi's and 
wounding two West Germans last 
April. 


GENEVA (AP). - A test of church 
against state took on greater dimen- 
sions in Switzerland yesterday as 44 
; illegal immigrants from Turkey and 
! Zaire obtained sanctuary in Protes- 
tant and Roman Catholic churches 
in Geneva. 

They followed 59 Chileans who 
were granted shelter last month in a 
Protestant church near Zurich in 
response to an appeal by a Berne 
physician addressed to all 8,000 
Catholic and Protestant pastors in 
the country. 

All face expulsion after their de- 
mands for political asylum were 
turned down by authorities who 
have come under growing public 
pressure to check a record inflow of 
immigrants. 

Early this month 59 Zairians 
whom the government said bad used 
forged papers in seeking asylum 
were put on a special Swissair flight 
to Kinshasa, escorted by 120 Swiss 
police. Zaire protested formally, 
saying that they had been subjected 
to “inhuman treatment.” 

More than 23.000 requests for 
asylum are pending in Switzerland, 
which already has the highest per- 
centage of foreigners of all Euro- 
pean countries. Most of the appli- 
cants are Third World nationals. 


Uganda blames rebels for hijacking 


KAMPALA. Uganda (AP). - The 
military government yesterday re- 
leased a list of 44 passengers and four - 
crew members who were aboard a 
Uganda Airlines plane hijacked 
Sunday and flown to guerrilla- 
controlled territory in southwestern 
Uganda. 

Later in the day. the government 
for the first time blamed the rebel 
National Resistance Army for the 
hijacking, calling it an act of terror- 
ism. The rebel group has denied it 
hijacked the plane, but has acknow- 


ledged the aircraft was flown to an 
airfield under NRA control and that 
the hijacker has been given refuge. 

Various sources, including a 
spokesman for the NRA. have iden- 
tified the hijacker as Uganda army 
lieutenant F. Mugisba. He reported- 
ly is a member of the former Uganda 
National Army, a group of soldiers 
who served under former dictator Idi 
Amin. 

He is said to have escaped last 
week from Luzira maximum security 
prison outside Kampala. 



Red Cross denies Ethiopian disaster 




GENEVA (AP). - The League of 
Red Cross and Red Crescent 
Societies yesterday denied published 
reports that it has evidence of mas- 
sive deaths in a government-ordered 
southward transfer of population 
from drought-ravaged northern 
Ethiopia this year. 

Red Cross workers have visited 
resettlement villages in southwest- 
ern Ethiopia three times since last 
February to inspect health, sanita- 


tion and nutrition, said a league 
-spokeswoman. 

An “internal report” recommend- 
ing changes was submitted to Ethio- 
pian authorities in July, and a further 
study in September “noted improve- 
ments,'’ she told the press. 

But reports in the Paris newspaper 
Le Monde and The Times of London 
of a large death' toll in the resettle- 
ment operation were “inaccurate,” 
she said.

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South Africa deniesplans 
to expel foreign workers 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - The 
government yesterday denied it 
plans to send home thousands of 

black workers from neighbouring 
states, but said it might be forced to 
do so in the future “in the face of 
disinvestment, sanctions and 
boycotts.” 

Business Day , a leading financial 
newspaper, said the government 
planned to repatriate hundreds of 
thousands of black workers in a 
“mad and provocative act” that 
would anger western countries. 

Business Day said it understood 
that the state security council de- 
cided on Friday to reduce the esti- 
mated 1.5 million foreign blacks 
working in South Africa. 

Responding to the article. Minis- 
ter of Manpower Pietie Du Plessis 
said in -a statement, “There is no 
immediate plan or desire to sum- 
marily repatriate large numbers of 
foreign workers.” But he added that 
the government was drawing up a 
repatriation contingency plan “to 
deal with a possible deteriorating 
situation in unemployment” result- 
ing from foreign sanctions. 

He added that any repatriation 
would not be in retaliation for sanc- 


tions, as Business Day implied, but a 
necessary way to protect South Afri- 
can citizens from the effects of inter- 
national sanctions. 

Meanwhile in Cape Town, the car 
of a white pofiridan and dvfl rights 
activist was destroyed by fire, and 
her husband said they had received 
death threats. 

Police confirmed the attack in a 
report of overnight violence in which 
police fired shotguns at crowds in 
blade townships, and homes and 
vebides were petrol-bombed. 

Diane Bishop’s car was gutted as 
unrest, largely confined to black 
townships during the pastyear, spil- 
led over into a white area. About 800 
people have died since the unrest 
began. 

Bishop, 35, holds a seat for the 
Liberal Progressive Federal Party on 
the Cape Provincial Council. Her 
husband Brian. 50. told Reuters they 
had had four death threats, by mail 
and telephone, in recent weeks. 

Both are prominent civil rights 
activists who have been gathering 
affidavits about security force ac- 
tions in quelling unrest and the treat- 
ment of people detained without 
trial. 


Experimental Aids treatment 
fails to save French patient 


PARIS (AP). - A patient suffering 
from acquired imm une deficiency 
syndrom^ (Aids), who was under- 
going experimental treatment with 
the drug cydosporene has died, one 
of the treatment’s developers said 
yesterday. 

Dr. Philippe Evan of Laennec 
Hospital here said the unidentified 
patient died Saturday night but that 
other Aids patients were responding 
well to cydosporene treatments. He 
said research was continuing at the 
hospital and that clinical tests of the 
treatment Lt will soon spread to other 
French centres.” 

On October 29, Evan and two 
fellow researchers at Laennec 
announced that cydosporene repre- 
sented an “undeniable hope for 
progress” in the fight against Aids. 

The announcement was widely 
criticized in medical circles as prem- 
ature, in part because it was based on 
only eight days of tests with two 


patients. 

Evan said the patient who had 
been suffering initially from two se- 
rious cerebral and pulmonary infec- 
tions had responded well to the 
medication. He died because his 
body was not producing bone mar- 
row; of a liver ailmen t linked to a 
virus and because of an intolerance 
to medicines unrelated to cydos- 
porene. 

“The response to treatment by the 
other patients is currently satisfac- 
tory on the biological and clinical 
levels,” he said. 

“Despite the risk of failure, it will 
continue to be used even for the 
most gravely in patients each time 
that it will be possible. Other failures 
wifi therefore be inevitable in this . 
particular group of patients,” the 
announcement said. 

Cydosporene is a drug usually 
used to prevent the rejection of 
transplanted organs. 


Cancer, Aids most feared illnesses in U.S 


NEW YORK (AP). - About half of 
all Americans would try medical 
treatments rejected by established 
medicine if they were seriously ill, 
according to a Media General- 
Associated Press poll. 

And half of the 1 ,412 adults inter- 
viewed by telephone also said cancer 
clinics should be allowed to operate 
in the U.S. even if the treatments 
they offer are opposed by the medic- 
al community. 

A large percentage of the respon- 
dents - 41 per cent - said they feared 


one disease more than any other. 
For the vast majority, that disease 
was cancer, followed by acquired 
immune defidency syndrome, or 
Aids. 

When it comes to serious diseases, 
52 per cent of the respondents said 
they would seek “a medical treat- 
ment -that promised a cure” even 
when the treatment was rejected by 
the established medical community. 

Thirty-six per cent said they would 
not shek snch treatment; 12 per cent 
were unsure. 


Scottish former discovers Bronze Age tomb 


ABERDEEN, Scotland (AP). - A 
4,000-year-old tomb complete with 
skeleton has been unearthed in Scot- 
land by a farmer plowing his field, an 
archeologist said Sunday. 

“The remains are almost com- 
plete.” said Ian Shepherd, who car- 
ried out an excavation of the tomb 
east of Inverness. 

“It’s very interesting because we 
often find in similar cases of this age 
that the skeleton has decomposed so 
much that only the teeth are left,” he 
said. 

The bones will be analyzed at the 


University of Aberdeen to find out 
more about the person who died 
around 2000 BCE. The sex and age 
are still unknown. 

“A tremendous amount of effort 
must have gone into assembling the 
sandstone slabs of the tomb. It sug- 
gests that the dead person most have 
been a figure of some importance,” 
Shepherd said. 

The age of the tomb puts it in the 
Bronze Age, when bronze was die 
chief material for tools and weapons 
and which in Britain is dated about 
2000 to 500 BCE. 


Marcos sends election bill to parliament 


MANILA (Reuter). - President 
Ferdinand Marcos, declaring that his 
mandate to rule had been “the ob- 
ject of propaganda and dissent,” 
yesterday sent tbe National Assem- 
bly a bill calling for an early pres- 
idential election on January 17. 

Political sources said the bill 
would probably have a fairly easy 
passage through the assembly, which 
is dominated by the president’s rul- 
ing New Society Movement. 


In an accompanying letter, Mar- 
cos also repeated that he would not 
step down as president until after the 
poll in which he is seeking a new 
mandate. 

Marcos, 68, whose present six- 
year term could run until mid-1987, 
said last week he would call a “snap” 
election and restore the post of vice 
president. He has been in power for 
20 years, nearly nine of them under 
mar tial law.

. Seventh Day Adventists are closer 
in faith, to Jews than any other 
Christians; according to Doug 
.'Clark, an associate professor of 
Greek, archeology and classical 
Hebrew at Southwestern Adventist 
College, around which the town has 
'-grown. 

. r dropped in on Clark out of the 
Woe, proffering my Israeli press card 
- and asking him if he could spare 10 
minutes to tell me everything I 
wanted to know about Seventh Day 
Adventism. Scarcely batting an 
• eyelid,' he skimmed through the 
. Hebrew on my card, told me he had 
been to Jerusalem last summer, 
finished up his lunch, and gave me 
die rest of his afternoon. 

The two main tenets from which 
the church gets its name, he ex- 
plained, are that Saturday, not Sun- 
day, is the Lord’s day of rest and that 
•the advent of Jesus is imminent. 

The church was founded in the 
1840s, in New England, with the aim 
of shortly announcing that second 
coming. By the third ot fourth gen- 
eration of believers, and after a 
slight redefinition of the word “inT- 
minent,” the stress had changed to 
making the world a better place for 
Jesus to return to, whenever that 
might he. 

To that end, the Seventh Day 
Adventists dedicated themselves, 
and still do, to maintaining the hu- 
man body as a healthy, holy temple, 
with an equal stress on the value of a 
pure, developed mind. 

Much money is spent on hospitals 
and medical research, and much 
attention, too, is devoted to educa- 
tion. Hence, Southwestern Adven- 
tist College, one of abont 10 church- 
sponsored colleges in North Amer- 
ica.

particularly active in South Amer- 
ica, "an area ripe for some solu- 
tions,” but adopt a rather more low- 
key approach in Israel. 

One is not bom into the church, 
even if one’s parents are Adventists; 
instead one is baptized - “the immer- 
sion ads as a statement of faith.” 
Ring any bells?! 

Throughout our discussion, Clark 
stressed the similarities between his 
faith and Judaism, how the body 
must he kept pure, how the mind 
must be developed, the common 
respect for the Old Testament, etc. 
So 1 asked him if there was room for 
Judaism in the Adventist view of a 
pure world. 

“According to our faith, the only 
true church is ours,” he said, “and 
our missionaries certainly would not 
shrink from converting a Jew to 
Adventism. 1 do feel, however, that 
many of -our members nowadays 
would not regard this as so pressing. 
We would certainly respect the faith 
of a truly Orthodox person, of what- 
ever religion. God lives in a bigger 
home than we can map out for him. 

“If I weren't an Adventist. I'd 
probably be a Jew - a Reform one.” 
be went on. “I really appreciate the 
problems modem thinking Jews are 
encountering, grappling with a 
changing world. 

“I feel that one must remain faith- 
ful to tradition, while realizing that ' 
times are changing.” 


hands and go to movies. A black, 
streel-smart, dressed in sweatshirt. 
sweatpanLs and Ray-ban sunglasses, 
professed no affection at all for reg- 
gae or rock music, shunned the cine- 
ma and would admit only to a pen- 
chant for classical music, particularly 
Mozart. 

I went back to Gark to ask him 
about the church's attitude to sex. in 
the wake of that one student's critic- 
ism. "Holding hands is fine,” be told 
me, “a perfectly acceptable public 
display of affection . Certain students 
here, however, do get a reputation 
for being, shall we say, too friendly, 
and this we frown upon. Sex. we 
feel, should - only come with mar- 
riage.” 


THE CONCERN for a healthy life- 


style does not end with the allocation 
ot hinds for medical research. 
Rather, each church member is ex- 
pected to look after his own body, 
with smoking and d rinkin g strictly 
proscribed. The church also spon- 
sors stop-smoking clinics for non- 
Adventists as part of its missionary 


work, but more of that later. 

Also discouraged, though not 
proscribed, are dancing, theatre and 
film-going. Gark is at pains to point 
out that his faith has changed with 
the times, and that church members 
are expected to make their own 
responsible choices as regards “suit- 
able" entertainment. TV and radio 
are, likewise, not outlawed, but the 
faithful are expected to select “taste- 
ful" programmes rather than “sit in 
front of the television for hours." 

Students I spoke to at the college 
later did not attend films or concerts 
at all, hardly watched television and 
did not listen to rock music, because 
as oneput it: “It takes me away from 
my Bible, man." 

The Adventists make no secret of 
their missionary work - they are 


HAVING SPENT a couple of hours 
in Gark’s office, hearing about how 
the church ought to operate. I went 
out to speak to some of the college 
and townsfolk. 

_ Most people seemed friendly and 
sincere in their beliefs. They said 
they found the drinking and smoking 
bans no hardship. One or two stu- 
dents, however, spoke rather too 
much like the brainwashed, cult- 
afflicted folk one normally comes 
across at airports. 

“Having Christ is my life.” one 
girl gushed earnestly. “I don’t need 
to read anything but my Bible, so I 
don’t go out much. There’s a terrible 
atmosphere at movies - 1 don't need 
it.” This girl was studying social 
work and had only become an 
Adventist a few years previously. 
The recent converts, in general, 
seemed the most vacuous, yet the 
most earnest of the people I spoke 
to. 

Another student complained that 
the college was not strict enough for 
him, that the rules were too flexible, 
that students were allowed to hold 


I WAS in Keene as Moral Majority 
leader Jerry FalweU was making 
headlines with his declaration of sup- 
port for South Africa's white regime, 
so I asked Clark what he thought of 
Fatwell’s brand of fundamentalism. 

“We don’t have a whole lot of 
respect for the Moral Majority, 
mainly because we don’t believe in 
legislating Christianity,” Clark said. 
“Religion should be kept on the 
basis of understanding, it should not 
be forced upon people. 

“Everyone has a right to make 
his own choices, and I don’t like to 
see FalweU forcing his view of God - 
or anything else for that matter - on 
others. 

“As regards South Africa. I was 
quite amazed to hear what FalweU 
had to say.” 

(Falwell urged Christians in 
America to buy up gold Krugerrands 
and push U.S. “re-investment” in 
South Africa. He also said of Nobel 
Prize-winning Bishop Desmond 
Tutu. “I think he’s a phony, period, 
as far as representing the black peo- 
ple of South Africa.”) 

Gark preferred to keep his com- 
ments vague. “Let's just say I don’t 
share bis views. Personally. I feel 
that no spectator really knows what 
is going on out there. There is too 
much confusion for any definitive 
statements." 

The interview over, I left Gark to 
his reading - Animal Farm - and 
pondered the feasibility of a faith 
that did not want to impose religion 
but that energetically engaged in 
missionary work, and that was set up 
150 years ago to proclaim the return 
of Jesus but is still waiting. 

Well, nothing comes easily, and if 
the wait has helped develop minds 
and further medicine, that cannot be 
too bad, can it?

MASTER-ORGANIST Oscar Gott- 
lieb Blarr of Duesseldorf can always 
be. relied on to offer programmes 
that reflect research into the past and 
give expression to contempor- 
ary works. He has been instrumental 
in inducing several Israeli composers 
to try their hand at writing for the 
organ, hitherto a non-instrument on 
the music scene, as pipe-organs are 
found only in churches and thus not 
in our concert activities. 

Blarr treated us with three Israel 
premieres. The latter two. in fact, 
were world premieres. All this in one 


programme! 

Wisely contrasting these works 
with music from past centuries, the 
organist dug tirelessly into archives 
and found forgotten scores of value, 
so that practically the entire prog- 
ramme provided new listening ex- 
periences. 

The opening pieces from the 16th 
century were useful musical elabora- 
tions for religious services; Schuetz 
appeared in glorious splendour with 
a motet, transcribed by Blarr for the 
organ, and Gronau, a contemporary 
of Bach (bora in 1685), demon- 
strated solid workmanship in 
chorale-variations. Finally, Bach’s 


Toccata, Adagio and Fugue on D. 
though a work from his early life in 
Coethen, already reveals the genius 
of later years. 

Now for the Israeli premieres. 
Josef Tal’s piece immediately catch- 
es one’s attention for its economy of 
means, seriousness and compact- 
ness. It leaves a strong impression of 
true mastery. The protestations of 
the other two composers about the 
close connection of their music with 
Jerusalem sound hollow and uncon- 
vincing; the slightly programmatic, 
descriptive noises in their otherwise 
desparately contemporary writing 
merely evoke pitying smiles. Com- 


mercial considerations cannot re- 
place sincere emotion. True inspira- 
tion comes from the heart, and not 
just from the brain. The pieces of 
Dorfrnan and Iranyi were empty of 
musical content and overstayed their 
welcome so to speak, the loving 
endeavours of Blarr notwithstand- 


Blarr deserves highest praise for 
frying to induce our composers to 
write for his instrument, and for his 
loyalty to them by performing their 
pieces here and in Germany with the 
same devotion he applies to the great 
masters. He elicits from the organ at 
the Redeemer Church, which is still 
rather limited despite the recent en- 
richment of several registers, col- 
ours, contrasts and mixtures of great 
variety and attractiveness. He is 
clearly an outstandi ng master, whom 
we hope to hear at the Church of the 
Redeemer many times.

A LOT of people ask about the 
problems they are having with the 
family dog, and a good many of these 
problems are due to a basic lack of 
understanding concerning just what 
one can expect from the family pet. 

A good many people really think 
that they can take a puppy, put it in a 
fenced yard or even tie it outside, 
feed it and let the children play with 
it sometimes and then presto, like 
magic, when it’s a bit older, they can 
let it in the house, and it will be a 
perfectly behaved companion. 

I do wish that this were the case. It 
would make things so much simpler. 
But the idea is about as reasonable as 
saying, “I will let my children grow 
up under jungle conditions. I will let 
them live and eat and behave as they 
please, an.d when they are older, 
they will automatically be well- 
educated and have perfect man- 
ners." 

Dogs, like people, have to learn 
the ground rules of the ambience in 
which they live, and the back yard is 
□o place for house training. 

Not that you can’t have" a dog that 
lives outside a part of the time but 
has access to the house and is well- 
behaved. Of course you can. but the 
dog has to learn that there are two 
separate sets of rules, one set for the 
yard and one for the house. This is 
not too difficult for the average dog 
although it often seems too compli- 
cated for the average owner. 

If you want the dog to be a real 
inside-outside pet, them you should 
start when it is a puppy by bringing it 
into the house two or three times a 
day at times when someone is look- 
ing after it and teaching it the rules of 
the home. This means that the dog 
can walk about and sniff and get 



tionsare outside. 

The same goes for being alert 10 
carpet chewing, answered bv a firm

quiet in the house and save (he rough 
play for lawn romping.

IF YOU already have an older dog 
that is accustomed only to the out- 
side . then all is not lost. I ; iu.-.: take* a 
different approach. Although we 
have all been taught that "you can t 
teach an old dog new tricks," it really 
is not true. I have seen many dogs of 
five years or more retrained to be- 
come part- or full-time house com- 
panions. 

First you must train i: to walk 
quietly on a leash. Only then can the 
dog be brought into the house on 
lead. aDowed to stay for a time, be 
petted and attended and then taken 
back to its kennel. Most dogs quickly 
learn to look forward to evenings in 
the home with the family and settle 
down to the family routine. The only 
real difference is that while a puppy 
can be handled with ease, an older 
dog needs basic obedience training 
before it becomes a house compan- 
ion. 


incidentally, you can siart obedi- 
ence training for the older dog at anv 
age and in some cases older docs, 
even those that have been kenneled 
all their lives, catch on to the basics 
of obedience training just as fast and 
sometimes faster than puppies. 

As for the subject of obedience 
training in general. I am convinced 
that obedience trained dogs live hap- 
pier lives than do dogs whose owners 
let them behave as they will. The 
untrained dog always seems to be in 
trouble, is always being repri- 
manded and rs denied many pri- 
vileges and enjoyments that the 
trained dog lakes for granted. In 
short, the untrained dog is at the 
mercy of its master’s every whim and 
never really knows what is or is not 
permitted and what is expected of it. 

There are several ways to train the 
family don. First of all. a good many 
people do very creditable jobs by 
using a good training manual (avail- 
able at all pet shops)), and by consis- 
tent work they get good results. 
Many of these are youngsters who 
undertake the job alone. There are 
also a variety of courses for obedi- 
ence training. Your vet, your pet 
dealer, yourlocal animal shelter and 
the Israel Kennel Club are all 
sources of information. Most of 
these group classes are inexpensive 
and very good. The group usually 
meets for lessons once a week, and 
then the owner practises with the 
dog during the week. Of course, 
there are also private trainers (you 
bring your dog to the trainer or the 
trainer comes to you) and the ken- 
nels that train and board dogs during 
the training period. These latter 
methods are effective but much 
more expensive. Nor will the dog 
necessarily be a better trained dog 
for having been trained by a profes- 
sional. 

Whatever system is used, a dog 
should learn to walk at heel on leash”, 
to lie down, sit, stay on command 
and come when called. These are the 


absolute minimum that a dog should 
know.

while those countries which ship 
these imports find all sorts of gim- 
micks to keep out U.S. exports. 
They thus contribute to the huge 
U.S. trade deficit. Makleff reported. 
He noted that “Japan may be the 
country on which much of American 
anger is showered, but plenty is left 
over for the European countries." 

For example, in the field of tele- 
communications. many tenders in 
Europe are “custom-tailored” in 
such a fashion that only a European 
company can compete with any de- 
gree of success. Certain imports 
from the U.S. often have to enter a 
specific country only through a 
small, out-of-the-way port, which is 
not equipped to handle large 
flows of cargo and which also makes 
other problems, so that transport 
costs rise. 

Smart told the conference in polite 
but clear terms, that "the European 
countries should adopt a much more 
flexible position. If the U?S- protec- 
tionist movement gets the upper 
hand, these European countries 
would lose a good part of the Amer- 
ican market. And since their own 
European market was stagnating, 
these countries would be in for a very 
rough time.' 1 

Smart pointed out that during the 
last seven years economic growth in 
the Common Market bad been only 
2 % . about the same as the growth in 
productivity. “So there has been no 


real growth, and if unemployment 
today stands at an average of 11 % in 
Europe, it could easily rise to 15 % 
by the end of the decade." 

After Smart's speech, Makleff 
said that he quietly pointed out to 
the delegates that if America did go 
protectionist, then there was a sim- 
ple way to bypass tariff or other 
barriers “Setting up joint enterprises 
in Israel would allow goods to enter 
the U.S. under the recently signed 
Free Trade Area agreement. On the 
other hand, any joint America-Israel 
enterprise could also send its goods 
to the Common Market under 
Israel's agreement with that body." 
be said. 

The Israeli delegation called for 
an exchange of data between the 
Israeli chambers of commerce and 
their American counterparts in 
order to facilitate trade. 

The Israelis at the conference 
were also active in two other areas. 
They called on the U.S. to remem- 
ber that the severe restrictions it 
imposed on the transfer of high- 
technology data - aimed mainly at 
preventing leakages to the Eastern 
bloc - was also highly detrimental to 
America's friends, since they had to 
pm a bitter bureaucratic gamut to 
get this same technology. “It is also 
harmful to the American companies 
trying to sell their technology.” 
Makleff added. 

Therefore, Israel tabled a resolu-

tiem calling for a regulatory structure 
that provides for export controls 
which effectively protect American 
national security interests with a 
minimal impact on international 
trade. 

The conference also took a strong 
stand against terrorism, but decided 
to play down its activities in this 
area. Nevertheless, it discussed a 
variety of things upon which confer- 
ence members should take a stand. 
For example: "Dues the reported 
agreement between the Red Army 
(Germany) and Direct Action 
(France) to attack Nato and defence 
firms call for increased security mea- 
sures for firms?" 

It was decided tbat the Overseas 
Security Advisory Council, which 
will meet in Washington next April, 
should go into all these matters. This 
council, which is headed by Secret- 
ary of State George Sbultz, has the 
full support of the European Council 
of American Chambers of Com- 
merce.

First-ever U.A.E. trade mission to Moscow 


ABU DHABI (AP). - The United 
Arab Emirates announced yesterday 
it was sending the first trade delega- 
tion ever to the Soviet Union. 

The announcement said that the 
trade delegation from the Abu Dha- 
bi Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry will leave for the Soviet capit- 
al next Thursday. 

The eleven-member mission plans 
a six-day stay in Moscow, during 
which it will discuss possible econo- 
mic cooperation. 

The political implication of the 
visit was neither confirmed nor ruled 
out by the chamber officials. But a 
U.A.E. newspaper reported yester- 
day that two unidentified member 
states of the six-nation Gulf Coop- 


eration Council "have taken great 
strides toward establishing diploma- 
tic relations with the Soviet Union." 

The Gulf Council groups Saudia 
Arabia, Kuwait. Qatar, the U. A.E., 
Bahrain and Oman in a regional 
economic and collective security 
alliance. 

Four of the six. namely U.A.E. , 
Bahrain, Saudi Arabia and Qatar do 
not have relations with Moscow. 

Kuwait has had longstanding rela- 
tions with Moscow, but Oman estab- 
lished the Russian ties last Septem- 
ber. starting speculation that other 
council countries might follow suit. 
The U.A.E. and Bahrain have been 
tipped in Gulf diplomatic circles as 
the next candidates.

Egyptian brothers of the House of 
Fraser, Britain's largest department 
store chain/ whose flagship is the 
fashionable London store Harrods. 

Trade and-Industiy Minister Leon 
Brittan told the international trading 
group Lonrho there was no reason to 
refer the amlti-milKon-dollar deal to 
the Monopolies Commission, which 
ensures that takeovers are in the 
public interest. 

Lonrho ohief Roland “Tiny" 
Rowland, whose bid for Fraser was 
blocked by the commission, asked 
for the inquiry into the deal. 

Rowland, who has waged a seven- 
year campaign to gain control of the 
store where the British Royal Family 
shops, suggested that Mohammed, 
All and Saved Al-Fayed, who own 
the Ritz Hotel in Paris, had con- 
travened anti-trust restrictions by 
buying Fraser with money supplied 
in part by the Sultan of oil-rich 
Brunei. 

The brothers said they themselves 
provided the full £615 million 


(S855m.) for Harrods and more than 
100 other Fraser stores. 

Brittan announced his decision in 
a letter to Lonrho chairman Edward 
duCann. 

Brittan said Rowland had not 
made available evidence he claimed 
to have, supporting his assertions 
about the Sultan's role. He said 
enquiries by the Director-General of 
Fair Trading satisfied him the Lon- 
rho allegations were unwarranted. 

The Fraser board opposed the 
Lonrho bid in one of the hardest- 
fought takeover battles seen in Bri- 
tain, but welcomed the Al-Fayed bid 
and recommended it to their share- 
holders. 

Both the Al-Fayeds, whose family 
built its fortune on the cotton trade 
between Britain and Egypt in the last 
century, and the sultan strongly de- 
nied the Lonrho allegations. 

The brothers said they had acted 
as financial advisers to the sultan in 
other matters, but had no contact 
with him over the Fraser deal. 

The Lonrho-owned British Sun- 
day newspaper. The Observer, 
spearheaded a campaign for a gov- 
ernment investigation. 


First Inti Bank offers 
new overdrafts and loans

The First International Bank, af- 
ter its recent pioneering of the new 
Tesuah savings scheme, has taken 
the lead in offering new credit facili- 
ties for individual and corporate cus- 
tomers. 

Yesterday the bank announced 
that it was reviving its old program- 
me of credit auctions. In this system, 
unique to First International on the 
local scene, the bank offers IS3 bil- 
lion every week to borrowers, who 
are asked to bid for the amount they 
need and the price they are prepared 
to pay for it. 

The minimum bid mil be for IS10 
million, and the lowest acceptable 
rate of interest will be 5.5% months 
Iy, or 1.5% above the current prime 
rate. The loans will be given for not 
more than three months, and col- 


lateral requirements will be the same 
as for regular loans. 

The tender will be open to all 
bidders, not just to the bank's ex- 
isting clientele. 

A few days earlier. First Interna- 
tional expanded the limits of the 
personal overdraft scheme that it 
runs for individual customers. In the 
framework of the bank's “improved 
current, account" programme, it is 
offering all private customers - not 
just salary earners - an overdraft 
facility of up to ISlm. at a price of 
only 5%, free of bank commissions 
and other charges. 

This is considerably cheaper than 
the cost of a simQar-sized overdraft 
in the big banks. But its availability is 
dependent on the provision of suit- 
able collateral, while other bank 
schemes are automatically available 
for salary earners,- whose monthly 
paycheque goes into their account.

Head of Lloyd’s resigns 


LONDON (Reuter). - Lloyd's of 
London, the world's largest insur- 
ance market said yesterday its top 
executive was resigning to allow for 
free discussions over proposals to 
change the role of his position. 

Chief executive and deputy chair- 
man Ian Hay Davison said that his 
departure would remove an obstacle 
to discussing possible changes in the 
chief executive's status, an idea initi- 
ated by the 28-member council, 
which is Lloyd's policy-making arm. 

The Lloyd's insurance market has 
been shaken over the last five years 
by a series of scandals that fuelled a 
drive for stricter surveillance of its 
operations. But the spokesman 
emphasized that Hay Davison's de- 
parture had nothing to do with these 


events. 

Hay Davison became top execu- 
tive in February 1983, at the height 
of reinsurance scandals, at the be- 
hest of the Bank of England.

Vietnam wants 
western help with 
oil development 

TOKYO (Reuter). - Vietnam will 
invite U.S. and other western firms 
to help develop its oil resources 
under a new investment law, the 
Japanese "daily newspaper Yomiuri 
Shimburt reported yesterday. 

Vietnam will work out the new 
law, including provisions concerning 
joint ventures possibly by the end of 
this year, a Yomiuri report from 
Hanoi said. 

It quoted Vietnamese govern ment 
officials as saying the law would 
cover oil development. 

Under it, Hanoi was expected to 
introduce advanced oil development 
technology from U.S. and other 
foreign firms to expedite its planned 
commercial production, the report 
said. 

Vietnam is cooperating with the 
Soviet Union in developing oil re- 
sources off Vdng Tau, southern 
Vietnam, but its reported plan to 
start commercial production within 
one or two years was facing difficul- 
ties. the newspaper said.

Swiss watchmakers 
launch Omega rescue 

BIENNE (Reuter). - Omega, the 
loss-making division of Switzer- 
land’s top watchmaker, is to undergo 
a major restructuring after heavy 
losses, its owners announced yester- 
day. 

Ernst Thomke. vice-president of 
Societe Suisse de Microelectronique 
et d’Horlogerie (SMH), whose other 
brands include Swatch. Tissoi. Eta 
and Longines, told the press drastic 
measures would be taken to put 
Omega back into profit by 1987. 

These would include reducing the 
product range, cutting the workforce 
by more than half nnd introducing 
new advertising strategies, he said. 

Omega, with its rising costs, over- 
extended product line and lack of 
new ideas, was a “classic picture of 
the Swiss watch industry wirh all the 
consequences." said Thomke. The 
division had a string of losses this 
decade, including operating losses of 
around 30.7 million francs ($14m.) 
last year. 

Nicholas Hayek, head of the in- 
vestor group that bought a majority 
share in SMH earlier this year, said 
Omega management had hidden de- 
tails of the division's poor perform- 
ance. Only in August when Thomke 
began to restructure, did the true 
picture become clear, he said. 

SMH chief executive Pierre 
Arnold said the Swiss industry had 
made great strides since competition 
from low-cost innovative Japanese 
producers forced a 660 million franc 
($245m.) takeover by major Swiss 
banks in 1983. 

Returned to private hands this 
year, the SMH group could expect to 
more than double its profit, to 
around 86.5m. francs ($4Gm.) 

But despite the success story of the 
low-price, fashionable Swatch, the 
medium to higher priced watches 
were still losing market share to the 
Japanese, Thomke warned.

TEL AVIV. - The “free" share 
market yesterday carried its rally 
into the fourth successive day. this 
time even carrying the “arrange- 
ment" index slightly higher as well. 
The bond market remained dor- 
mant, however, and Treasury bill 
volume continued to run at a low 
ebb. 

Leadership in the share market 
rally switched back to the investment 
companies, although some sub- 
groups in the industrials index ran 
them a close second. Overall the 
non-bank index gained an impress- 
ive 3.33 %. The oil exploration 
group was the only sector to slip, by a 
marginal amount. 

The volume in the share market 
recovered from the very low level it 
reached on Sunday, although the $1 
million or so that changes hands in 
each of the main groupings - the 
“free" and the “arrangement" - 
does not signal any grounds for ex- 
citement. 

This is emphasized by the poor 
performance of the bond market, 
which is still marking time. 

On a fundamental basis, the mar- 
kets are watching the budget pro- 
cess. as next year's draft budget 
begins its long journey toward final 
piecing together. If the government 
decides to take the pressure off the 
corporate sector and release re- 
sources by slashing its own expendi- 
tures, the response in business cir- 
cles is likely to be positive. 

On the other hand, further auster- 
ity measures designed to reduce 
general economic activity, will be 
taken as presaging further trouble 
for companies.

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The Likud’s quandary 

IS IT CONCEIVABLE that, if King Hussein should agree to 
hold direct peace talks, without the PLO but with an “interna- 
tional accompaniment/' Israel’s national unity government 
would turn down the idea because of opposition to the 
proposed ‘ accompaniment?" Premier Shimon Peres is certain 
that it is not. His certainty must be based on information that 
the Likud ministerial contingent is divided on the issue. 

At the meeting of the inner cabinet scheduled for tomorrow 
Likud ministers will reportedly seek to veto any “international 
accompaniment" for peace talks as merely a euphemism for a 
full-fledged international conference, complete with the Soviet 
Union and the PLO. where an attempt will be made to impose 
hostile decisions on Israel. The Alignment contingent, headed 
by Mr. Peres, will stand its ground, and with good reason. The 
good reason is not that the Begin government in September 
1977 decided in favour of participation in a resumed Geneva 
conference, without the PLO. as a suitable framework for 
direct peace talks with the Arabs. 

That old resolution, though not as wholly irrelevant as Vice 
Premier Shamir claims it is. is nevertheless a weak reed upon 
which to rest the present government's peace policy. 

This policy, as enunciated by Mr. Peres in his LIN address last 
month, is binding because it was endorsed by the Knesset when 
it voted confidence in the government, right after hearing the 
premier's political exposition on his return from New York two 
weeks ago. 

A number of leading Likud ministers have had the grace to 
acknowledge the fact that, by joining in the vote, their party 
helped award to Mr. Peres all the authority he needs to proceed 
along his well -charted course. David Levy has done so. even 
while wagging an admonitory finger at some of his Herut 
colleagues who. at the time, did not think that Mr. Peres was 
violating the government’s basic policy guidelines. So has 
J Yitzhak Moda’i of the Liberals. He also thinks - and said so on 
radio yesterday - that the “international accompaniment," 
while unnecessary in itself, should be acceptable if the terms are 
right. This is not what he was saying just a little while ago, but 
that is now* history. 

With Mr. Moda’i. at least, dissenting from the Likud 
consensus, the inner cabinet cannot fail to reaffirm the 
authority of the premier to run his own diplomacy without 
needing to refer to that body for approval of every fresh step 
forward. 

The general contours of an agreement between Mr. Peres 
and King Hussein appear to have already emerged: an interna- 
tional forum to launch direct negotiations, not to replace them 
(although Mr. Peres wants the forum to go into abeyance, and 
in effect dissolve, immediately after starting the negotiating 
process, while Hussein would like to keep it alive, even if in the 
wings, throughout the talks); the Soviet Union will only take 
part if it resumes diplomatic ties with Israel, and the PLO as 
such will not represent the Palestinians. 

it was. in fact, largely to elicit the Hashemite monarch's 
consent to jettison the PLO ballast that the premier agreed to 
the quid pro quo of an “international accompaniment." 

Whether King Hussein will in fact prove true to the deal he is 
reported to have struck with Mr. Peres remains moot. 
Although bitterly disillusioned in his Amman agreement 
partner, the king seems to be finding it exceedingly hard to get 
rid of PLO chairman Arafat, particularly in the face of pressure 
by the PLO’s new patron, Egypt’s President Mubarak. He 
allows that the PLO has not gone “far enough" in meeting the 
minimal conditions for direct participation in peace talks. But 
he is still holding out the hope that the leopard will some day 
soon change its spots. 

This, even after Arafat's pledge - meaningless in itself - of 
confining “armed struggle" to the territories was qualified 
within days by PLO lieutenant Abu Iyad’s definition of the 
territories as all Palestine. 

If King Hussein keeps procrastinating, he will surely lose the 
historic opportunity for peace about which he has lately spoken 
so much. But if he does not, it will be left for the majority within 
the Likud to decide whether to seize this opportunity or to 
scuttle it - and thus break up the government. If. as a result, the 
rotation is denied to Mr. Shamir, it will not be because of some 
nefarious plot hatched by the Alignment, but because the 
Likud, in its rejectionism. has preferred its theology to the 
prospects for peace negotiations.

He said religious figures 
should stick to “preaching and gui- 
dance." 

Under a decades-old military law. 
regional governors can detain peo- 
ple without charge and take other 
actions against those they suspect of 
violating public security. 

In a November 2 speech to parlia- 
ment. Hussein said his government 
would "formulate the necessary leg- 
islation to keep in check irresponsi- 
ble excesses and utterances" by- 
preachers.

added, the Reagan administration 
will be preoccupied with the 
Reagan -Gorbachev summit. 

But they insisted that slow but 
steady progress is being made in 
selling the stage for direct negotia- 
tions between Israel and a "joint 
Jordanian- Palestinian group. Thev 
also confirmed that O.S. official's 
have been active in behind-the- 
scenes diplomatic maneuvering to 
bridge the remaining procedural^ dif- 
ferences between Peres and Hus- 
sein. 

In a report from Jerusalem, Times 
correspondent Thomas Friedman 
described the informal arrangement 
as involv ing a readiness by Peres to 
“squeeze" his Likud coalition part- 
ners to agree to an international 
framework for negotiations in ex- . 
change for an effort by Hussein to 
“squeeze" PLO chairman Yasser 
Arafat “either to recognize Israel or 
to agree to participation at the nego- 
tiating table by Palestinians who are 
not members of the PLO." 

Ouotine Israeli political analysts. 
Friedman said the effort has been 
complicated by unexpected disputes 


which have surfaced between Jordan 
and Egypt. While Hussein has been 
trying to pressure Arafat. Egyptian 
President Mubarak has been taking 
a different approach. 

Arafat was coolly received in Am- 
man - in marked contrast to his 
warm reception in Cairo. Hussein 
and Mubarak moreover reacted dif- 
ferently to Arafat’s statement last 
Saturday renouncing acts of terror 
outside of Israeli-administered terri- 
tories. Mubarak said Arafat’s state- 
ment now opened the door to his 
participating in the negotiations, 
while Hussein said it had not yet 
gone far enough. 

One unnamed Israeli official was 
quoted as saying that Hussein "hit 
the ceiling" when he heard about 
Mubarak’s positive response to Ara- 
fat's statements. 

Jordan’s most recent efforts aimed 
at improving ties with Syria, the 
report continued, are aimed at put- 
ting additional pressure on Arafat. 

Israeli officials said that Arafat 
“was unsettled enough by this pros- 
pect to send an urgent appeal to 
Moscow not to attend any interna- 
tional conference without the PLO." 


A timely delay

HAROLD NICOLSON once de- 
fined a diplomat as an honest gentle- 
man sent abroad to lie for the good 
of his country. Whether one agrees 
or not with the genteel cynicism of 
this remark, one thing should be 
dear: diplomats are supposed to be 
sent abroad in order to do good for 
their country', not harm it. 

The government of Israel is about 
to send a new ambassador to South 
Africa: his appearance in Pretoria at 
this point in time can do Israel onlv 
harm. Nothing good can come out of 
it. and it is utterly inconceivable that 
certains ministers (including the 
minister of defence) are keen to 
despatch him to South Africa. He 
should, for the time being, cool his 
heels in Jerusalem. 

Let there be no doubt about it: 
Israel should continue to maintain 
diplomatic relations with South Afri- 
ca. We stand for the principle of 
universality of diplomatic relations; 
we have legitimate interests to be 
represented in South Africa, includ- 
ing our relationship with a very sup- 
portive Jewish community there; 
and in the case, what is permissible 
for democratic western countries, 
should be permissible for Israel - no 
double standards should be applied 
to the Jewish state. 

But the Israeli ambassador- 
designate, if he presents his creden- 
tials to President P.W. Botha as 
planned in the next few weeks, will 
be the first foreign ambassador to-do 
so since the recent state of emergen- 
cy was declared in South Africa. The 
media, which have just been drasti- 
cally curtailed in their freedom to 
report political unrest in South Afri- 
ca. will no doubt be clearly encour- 
aged by the South African govern- 
ment to give much prominence to 
what under normal circumstances is 
the rather trivial formality of an 
ambassador presenting his creden- 
tials. 

It is true that some- but not all - of 


the western governments that with- 
drew their ambassadors from Pre- 
toria a few months ago have now 
sent them back. But Israel never 
withdrew its ambassador: it has 
(conveniently and prudently) used 
the hiatus between an outgoing 
ambassador and a new one to delay 
the arrival of the newr appointee for 
some time. There is no reason not to 
delay his arrival further. 

WE HAVE a complex network of 
relations with South Africa: it will 
continue to function smoothly even 
if Israel is represented in Pretoria for 
the time being by a charge affaires. 
Certainly the South African govern- 
ment is in no position to take puni- 
tive measures against Israel: we are 
in a much stronger position than they 
are. They need us more than we 
need them at present, and they have 
very few other places to go. There is 
no reason why Israel on this rare 
occasion when it is not we who are 
the obvious under-dog, should not 
handle its affairs according to its 
perceptions of its own self-interest. 
We do not owe South Africa any 
favour, any reasonable person 
abhors apartheid and there is do 
reason for us to get tarred with their 
brush. 

Some Jewish leaden in South 
Africa may feel slightly uneasy if 
Israel appears to be further distanc- 
ing itself from the government of 
apartheid. But the South African 
Jewish Board of Deputies is on re- 
cord as having recently condemned 


apartheid in a very brave and out- 
spoken statement. Prime Minister 
Peres, in his speech at the United 
Nations, reiterated Israel’s abhorr- 
ence of apartheid, and expressed 
similar strong views during recent 
meetings with American congress- 
men. There should be practical con- 
sequences to such verbal utterances. 
Otherwise they remain pious plati- 
tudes smacking of hypocritical lip- 
service. It may also do some South 
African Jews a lot of good to be 
reminded that despite their afflu- 
ence they do, after all, live in the 
galui and that ultimately you cannot 
(always) eat the cake and have it, 
too. 

The public aspect of the South 
African connection has done Israel 
immeasurable harm in the interna- 
tional arena. Such public acts as 
Prime Minister Vorster’s visit to 
Israel in 1976 did not help Israel 
ward off accusations about Links be- 
tween Zionism and racism. Precisely 
because Zionism is not racism (and 
Prime Minister Peres expressed this 
most eloquently at the UN) Israel 
should not appear as even remotely 
associated with the public aspect of 
the policies of a government that is 
overtly racist. It is particularly perti- 
nent to remember that when we are 
protesting this week the 10th 
anniversary of the Zionism-racism 
resolution, any public association 
with South Africa is bound to hurt 
Israel. The Botha administration 
may be a reformist government in 
terms of the Afrikaner community: 


to the rest of the world, and in 
reality, it continues to uphold the 
rule of a white minority over a vast 
non-white majority. 

Israel should treat South Africa as 
some nations, notably in Africa, 
occasionally treat Israel; do business 
with it when it is in onr interest, but 
take care not to appear as condoning 
by overt acts the policies of the 
government. 

THIS MEANS a number of things: 
we should resist the temptation to 
use our liaisons with the Common 
Market and the Free Trade Zone 
with the U.S. for channeling South 
African goods to the West. We 
should withstand the pressures of 
some South African businessmen 
and some sharp Israeli operators, 
who have their links with influential 
politicians here, and not become 
such a conduit. 

Secondly, our embassy in Pretoria 
should be reminded that an embassy 
has to have contacts with all sectors 
of the population: it is not only an 
embassy to the government, but to 
the people of South Africa. When I 
recently visited South Africa, 
Bishop Desmond Tutu and leaders 
of the opposition Progressive Party 
complained that for years nobody 
from the Israeli Embassy has ever 
approached them. Israel did the 
right thing to inrite Zulu leader 
Gatsba Buthelezi: this should not be 
an isolated incident. We need more 
contacts with members of the (legal) 
opposition groups in South Africa: 


they should be invited to Israel and 
our" people in Pretoria should talk to 
them. One day some, of them may 
rule the country: prudence. let alone 
morality, calls for us to foresee such 
an eventuality. It may even help, one 
day. the Jew's of South Africa. 

One further comment: South 
Africa, like most other countries, 
keeps its embassy in Israel in TeL 
Aviv, not in Jerusalem. The reason 
for other nations doing this is their 
fear, real or imagined, that Arab 
countries will use retribution against 
them if they move their embassies to 
Jerusalem/ They also contend that 
according to the UN. the stares of 
Jerusalem as Israel's capital is not 
settled. 

The South .Africans cannot use 
these arguments. They have no rela- 
tions with any Arab country, so 
there is nothing for them to lose. Nor 
are they know n to be overly sensitive 
to UN opinion. Why are we not 
pressuring them to move their 
embassy to Jerusalem? Up to now, 
Israel has suffered enough- interna- 
tionally. for its South Arican connec- 
tion. Why not ask the South Africans 
to do something on their part? 

Lei us remember; in the cruel 
world of power politics tin which the 
South Africans excel), there is very 
little South Africa can do today that 
nn hurt tempi without hurtinc itself 


our interests and avoid doing 
ourselves further harm. 

Let therefore the ambassador- 
designate remain, for the time being, 
in Jerusalem. His arrival in Pretoria, 
will be used by ail the enemies of 
Israel to attack us: it will certainly 
not help our efforts to re-open con- 
tacts with black African nations. The 
debit of the ambassador's amval in 
Pretoria will be all or. our side. There 
is still time to delay it.

CHOOSE LIFE

“ This day I have set before you life 
and death, the blessing and the curse; 
therefore, choose life that you may 
live, you and your seed. " Deuter- 
onomy 30: 19. 

KAH ANISM is gaining ground. Ev- 
ery act of Arab terrorism directed 
against Israel adds new adherents to 
the racist party. This is precisely 
what the PLO is striving for: for 
Israelis to use extreme measures and 
thus bring about open rebellion by 
the Arab population, while splitting 
Israel into two armed camps. 

Everyone outside the Kahane 
camp is agreed that he must be 
stopped. Even the right-wing parties 
recognize the threat that Kahanism 
poses. Like a brush fire, it is apt to 
spread, feeding on the weaknesses of 
the democracy it intends to destroy. 
A recent poll has indicated that 
Kahane’s Kach movement would 
obtain II seats in the Knesset if 
elections were held today. Accord- 
ing to the poll, the Likud would lose 
the most, dropping from 34 seats to 
an estimated 24. Though political 
pundits tend to dismiss this as an 
improbablity. it is clear that Kahane 
would certainly poll enough votes to 
make Kach - and parties aligned 
with it - a force to be reckoned with 
in the Knesset. He could, conceiv- 
ably, become a minister. There are 
precedents of MKs who brought dis- 
aster to the country by being re- 
warded with ministerships. 

Consider the ways that have been 
suggested for stopping him: 

It was proposed and a law was 
passed outlawing any party that 
advocates racism in its platform. Can 
anyone seriously believe that this 
will actually stop Kahane? 

His supporters know very well 
what he stands for and are prepared 
to support him under any circumst- 
ances. so he can draft any kind of 
bland or weasel-worded platform 
that pleases him. Besides, what par- 
ty has ever carried out its stated 
platform? Coalition considerations 
have caused them to compromise

Sir, - Having visited Israel in 1970 
and in 1975. mv husband and I 
looked forward again to enjoying the 
spiritual uplift we received in the 
past, visiting our favourite place on 
earth, the Holy Land of Israel. For 
the last 25 years, we have toured the 
four corners of the world, but always 
it was Israel we looked forward to. 
Even though we are Christians, we 
admired the Jews for their religious 
tenacity and hard work in accom- 
plishing many miracles. 

In October of this year, we came 
to Israel again. What a shock was in 
store for us! 

Our first shock came while taking 
a stroll around Bat Yam. near the 
hotel. Trash, tin cans, parts of old 
refrigerators and automobiles 
strewn all around, broken glass and 
plastic containers were an eyesore 
and danger to children. As the days 
went by and we toured north, east, 
west and south (as far as Eilat), the 
whole country looked like one great 
garbage dump! We have been to 
many Third World countries, but not 
one was as bad as Israel. 

We noticed many changes in the 
attitude of the people since 1975. 
The young parents seem to be rude, 
arrogant and self-centered, and their 
children are unruly, impolite and 
destructive. Example: a great num- 
ber of Israelis and their children 
came to the Marina Hotel over Suc- 
cot. The parents went to enjoy them- 
selves at the swimming pool, tennis 
courts, etc., leaving the children on 
their own. The children kept playing 
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their platforms so they became 
meaningless. Kahane could use the 
Declaration of Independence, or the 
Bible (or. at least, tbe Book of 
Joshua) as his platform with impun- 
ity. 

A second possible way of dealing 
with Kahane is to raise the level of 
eligibility for Knesset representation 
from 1 to 4 per cent of the popular 
vote, thus eliminating him by this 
device. But the chances are that 
Kahane has long passed 4 per cent, 
and could thumb his nose at the 
law-makers. Such a measure would 
only succeed in denying Knesset rep- 
resentation to some of the smaller 
parties, several of which, ironically 
enough, are extremely critical of 
Kahane. 

A third way - one that seems to be 
in the vogue -is to deny him freedom 
of expression: shout him down! 
Don't let him talk! This course of 
action has two fatal flaws: it can be 
used by any group against its oppo- 
nents. Shimon Peres’s vain efforts to 
make himself heard at rallies held at 
Kiryat Shmona and at Maimouna 
celebrations in Jerusalem come to 
mind. When you silence a man by 
shouting him down, you are weaken- 
ing democracy, not strengthening it. 
It is a two-edged sword. 

Moreover, every act to repress 
Kahane only strengthens the resolve 
of his supporters. It makes a martyr 
out of the man. Paradoxically, it 
increases rather than decreases the 
numbers of extremists who identify 
themselves with him. 


THERE IS one way to stop the man. 
And it must be done while we still 


with the elevators, filling them with 
whatever furniture (chairs mostly) 
they could find, making it almost 
impossible for the rest of us to get an 
elevator. They would nin from one 
end of the lobby to the other, not 
caring who they bumped into, and 
three or four boys around six to nine 
years of age gathered some papers 
near the tennis courts and started a 
fire! There was no one to supervise 
tbem and if they were told to stop, 
they became belligerent. 

Another distressing aspect of the 
whole situation was the arrogance of 
tbe dining-room personnel. 

Why am I writing all of this nega- 
tive comment? Because my husband 
and I have always been great boos- 
ters of Israel and the Jewish people, 
and want to keep it that way. Most of 
the first-time visitors in our group, 
many of them Jewish, were greatly 
disillusioned by what they saw and 
said that they would never come 
again.

have the opportunity to act. We 
must change the electoral system to 
make it impossible for a man like 
Kahane to get into tbe Knesset. 

Under the present system of prop- 
ortional representation, any party 
polling at least \ per cent of the vote 
is entitled to a seat in the Knesset. 
The number of seats a party receives 
is in direct proportion to the percen- 
tage of the vote it obtains. This 
means that if Kahane gets 9 per cent 
of the vote, as some polls have 
indicated, he would get 11 seats in 
the Knesset. 

The failings of such a system are 
self-evident. Ever since the founding 
of the state, no party has ever 
obtained a fiat majority, and we have 
been forced to form narrow coalition 
governments with splinter parties. 
These, because of their strategic 
position, determine government 
policy. In essence no party has ever 
been free to carry out its platform 
because of the need to accommodate 
Its partners. In the final analysis, the 
voter has no way of knowing what his 
party will do if elected. 

Worse, ho one represents him 
personally in the Knesset, for no one 
represents his district. No MK is 
obligated to listen to him or to ex- 
plain to him why he voted as he did, 
or why he rarely appeared in the 
Knesset at all. Since no record is 
kept of bow MKs vote, a citizen does 
not even know the stand taken on 
issues by Knesset members. Various 
sectors of the country, such as de- 
velopment towns, Galilee and the 
Negev are grossly under- 
represented. 

In the past the Knesset has fought 
off all attempts to introduce a consti- 


OPEN BRIDGES 

•To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - With terror incidents in- 
creasing at an alarming rate, it seems 
to me that the time has come to take 
another look at tbe holy cow called 
open bridges policy. It is admitted by 
competent authorities that a large 
part of terrorist activities is orga- 
nized, directed and financed by the 
PLO in Amman and made possible 
by the easy two-way traffic across tbe 
Jordan bridges. Only a small part of 
this traffic is economically vital (ex- 
port of agricultural produce to Jor- 
dan), the rest (visits, tourism, etc. ) is 
only a matter of convenience. 

I submit that saving Jewish lives is 
more important than these conveni- 
ences. Therefore, tbe least that 
should be done is restrict the traffic 
across the bridges to strictly agri- 
cultural exports by merchants

tuency form of elections, because it 
would endanger the seats held by 
MKs who would have to run on an 
individual basis in their constituen- 
cies. rather than on a single, country- 
wide party list. But now with the 
changed situation, what the love for 
representative democracy could not 
bring about, the fear of racism may. 
Changing the system would neutral- 
ize Mpir Kahane. for under tbe con- 
stituency system he would not com- 
mand enough votes from any single 
constituency to get himself elected. 
It is the proportional representation 
(PR) system that is keeping Kahane 
in office and is paving toe way for a 
radical increase in his party's 
strength. 

For the first time in the history of 
the state, the two major parties con- 
trol the coalition government . This is 
a rare opportunity - perhaps the last' 
- to create a stable two-party system , 
with the party victorious at the polls 
at the next election able to carry out 
its platform. The second major party 
would be ready to take over if the 
first party fails. 

The alternative is the formation 
of yet another unstable, narrow 
coalition government that would be 
at tbe mercy of the small parties. 
Little wonder that every country 
where the PR system was tried has 
discarded it as impractical. 

The Labour Party, to its credit, 
has in the past favoured a reform of 
tbe electoral system, and still pays lip 
service to the bill repeatedly brought 
before tbe Knesset (and repeatedly 
voted down) to have three-fourths of 
the members of the Knesset elected 
on a constituency basis and one- 
fourth on a PR basis so as to ensure 
the representation of small parties, 
but preventing tbem from exercising 
the power they do today. Voices 


bave also been raised calling for the 
introduction of the reform on a 
municipal basis as well. 

It has been the Likud, together 
with the small parties, that has been 
the chief opponent of the reform, 
largely because of Menachem Begin, 
who did not want any member of his 
party challenging his authority.. He 
feared lest a contender openly defy 
the party if he felt it had erred, 
knowing he could be re-elected from 
his home constituency. 

Now that Kahanism is posing a 
direct threat to the Likud, the party, 
for its own survival, ought to recon- 
sider its opposition to electoral re- i 
form. It will have little chance of v 
forming a coalition without Kach. 
.And if it chooses to go along with 
him. it may spell the end of the parry. 

WE ARE repeating history. We are 
now reliving the rime of the judges, 
when "each man did what was right 
in his eyes.” regardless of the con- 
sequences to the people. This pro- 
duced such anarchy that it was fol- 
lowed by the kings, many of whom • 
imposed their stamp of tyranny on a 
long-suffering people. 

To use a latter-day example: we 
are in danger of becoming another 
Weimar republic, weak, vacillating, 
unable to deal with extreme efc- Id 
ments, which in the case of the 
German Republic ultimately took 
over. 

Abraham Lincoln, faced before 
the Civil War with an insoluble rift 
within his government, sadly 
observed that "a bouse divided can- 
not stand." 

It is questionable whether the 
national coalition government - a 
house divided - can long endure. 
Now is not the time to look to 
another narrow coalition govern- 
ment. which will repeat every failing 
of previous governments. Now is tbe 
time to ensure that a free, stable gov- 
ernment can arise, capable of deal- 
ing decisively with any crisis. The 
choice is ours.
